Wednesday morning, at ten o clock, 
the body of Booker T. Washington 
was plated beneath ttlc sod ok the 
•oil he loved 10 well, where he had 
reared to hii own memory a monu 
ment more lasting than stone — ilu 
famous Tuskegee Institute. 

Before tbe country could, recover 
from the shock of Dr. Washington's 
sudden collapse, it was prostrated by 
the new* of his untimely death 
age of fifty-seven years. 

Dr. Washington was apparently 
strong and vigorous and destined to 
live many years, but the strain 
overwork and business cares, was 
sidioutly sipping his strength and 
vitality, and realizing at but his seri- 
ous condition, he hastened to (Jew 
York, atended by his loving wife and 
secretary. He consulted an eminent 
physician and took treatment in a 
private sanitarium. Th'e specialists 
diagnosis revealed the fact thai Dr. 
Washington was a nervous wreck, 
aging rapidly and that his arteries 
f were hardening. 

When Dr. Washington realized the 
end was near, be requested that he 
be taken back to Tuakcgee, and there. 
in the quiet watches, just before 
dawn, at 4 a. m.. Sunday, he wrap- 
ped the drapery of his couch about 
him and lay down to pleasant dreams* 

Wednesday morning, it ten o'clock.

Btahop Moule. one of the moat saint- 
ly men the modern church haa pro- 
duced. In commenting npon thla pas- 
sage *ay* : "A* far aa my own obser- 
vation goes, such views (L a. of per- 
fection.) are not uncommonly attended. 
In those who bold them, by a certain 
oblivion to person*! shortcoming* asd 
inconsistencies: by an obscuration of 
oonsclouanesa, *nd ot conscience, 
more or leas marked, towards tbe sin- 
fulness of ordinary, everyday viola- 
tions of the law of holiness In respect 
of meekness, humblaneoa of mind, long 
suffering, sympathy, and other quiet 
grace*." .- 

Indeed, the aainta of all the agea 
unite with Pan] in declaring that they 
are not already perfect. The apostle. 
after suffer lug many thing* for 
Christ's soke oo that be Vara In his 
body the mark* of tbe Lord Jen*, 
wrttee of himself aa "chief of sinners. " 
John Bunyan although he spent twelve 
year* In Bedford Jail for hi* Lord, 
calls his life story "Oraee Abounding 
to the Chief of Sinnera." Whan John 
W»»iey thought be waa dying, be re- 
vlswed bis labors of sixty year*, hut 
could And ao pea; upon which to hang 
any hope of salvation : he could only 
repeat tbe sentiment of the hymn.

The ssme spirit wa* manifested by* 
Charles Spurgeon, who aald during the 
serious Illness, that. If ho got well lie 
would have many thing* to preach. 
but Just at that time four word* were 
enough for him. "Jesus died for me." 
Dr. A. J. Gordon was a man ot auch 
saintly character that his very face 
gave evidence of the indwelling light. 

But the otber portion of our text 
apeak* of a tenae In which we may 
be perfect. The ciotext shows that 
the apostle la using the figure ot a run- 
ner In a race. He ha* not yet at- 
tained tbe prise, but forgetting tha 
thing* which are behind and reaching 
forth unto those which are before, he 
preeaee toward tha mark, it la thla 
attitude to which the word "perfect" 
la applied. The nun ha* laid aald* 
-Che weight* and the easily beacttlng 
sin; be Is not content with what be 
haa attained, but forgetting that which 
1* behind, ha piaaaea with neck 
otretehed forth and every muscle 
■trained, to the goal. It will be aeaa 
at once that thla sort of perfection 1* 
very imperfect and 1* In do *enae a 
finality It only prepare* Qt to be 
made perfect In the day of Christ's 
coming. Nevertheless wa an bound 
by tbe grace ot Christ to fulnll thl* 
ideal and not to put Mm to shame.

As is usual with colored collectors for colored charitable and edu- 
cational institutions in the South, be thinks it necessaryto cater to 
the prevailing sentiment of the white man on the Negro question. 
Therefore, in speaking to those of his own race, he advises them to 
"segregate themselves." 

He would start, evidently, a system of government meaning a 
nation within a nation, a black and a white town everywhere. Such 
a scheme could have no other result than the concentration of pov- 
erty, the' concentration of ignorance, and the concentration of 
wealth, so that great extremes would exist in different sections of 
the city; instigating race conflict and retarding the advancement of 
the weaker elements. Civilization is promoted by the intercourse 
of variously endowed races, and no race has, as yet, lifted itself 
except through what it has borrowed from other races. Avoid con- 
gestion : seek contact with better people and higher conditions, so 
that your environments are not altogether your own but spring 
from sources and conditions calculated to -improve you. It would 
be of advantage to the Negro to be so distributed amidst the popu- 
lation of this nation that, on all sides, he would come in contact 
with a higher civilization. He needs not to go off to himself and 
vegetate. 

We have no objection to Mr. Dickson's orphanage, but we do 
object to Mr Dickson's coming to St. Louis just at this juncture 
and taking a pos.t.on that in any way is a defense of, or an apology 
for, segregation. Mr. Dickson, if he cares to, can segregate himself, 
but he does not seem to understand the American constitutional 
tendency— that tendency is to blend all nations into one— the Amer- 
ican. No Irish, no German, no English, no Italian, no French no 
Greek, no Negro, but all American cituens, governed by one law. 
Give every law-abiding American the right to live anywhere in the 
United States and in any part of any city wherever he has. by con- 
tract or purchase, obtained the right to occupy a dwelling. This is 
Americanism, and this is the fundamental principle of the Constitu- 
tion of the "Home of the Brave and the Land of the Free." 



SOMETHING ABOUT THE KU KIMX KLAN AND "BIRTH

The Birth of a Nation really means the new nation that was 
born, under the immortal Emancipation Proclamation of Abraham 
Lincoln, in the beginning of 186=1.

Hi* 
test for matriculation was sweeping 
and dustir.g which he performed satis- 
factorily, and when Further required 
to furnish a name he complied bv 
liking ihe name of the "Father of 
his country." which name he has made 
more renowned as ■ synonym for 
American manhood. 

He received, at Hampton, the 
training which equipped him for hi- 
marvelous career, and was rccoin- 
mentled by General Armstrong to 
establish a school in Alabama. He 
was imbued with a genuine and sin- 
cere desire to lift up his race and hi 
them to be useful citizens, efficient 
and capable, industrially and com- 
mercially. He had a vision of the 
emancipated slave as a land owner 
competent to produce from the soil 
its greatest harvest, by scientific and 
intelligent farming. He wanted to 
see the Negro in the southland freed 
from the yoke of dependence, and be- 
lieving their greatest hope was stored 
in the soil he established his school' 
in 1881, where he night develop his 
theories and ideas. The intense urn- 
eitness and zeal, which cbaracteriied 
his efforts, won recognition and «yni-
